B McInnes, M. L. A., another Martin- 
ite Should this take place the 
strange spectacle wili be afforded of 
the government elec‘ed to crush Mar- 
tin and drive him, out of political life 
becoming practically a Martin gov- 
ernmemt Another instance of the 
truth of the saying that, you can’t 
keep a good man down 

Mr Dunsmuir’s entrance upon the 
premiership was a surprise, but it ap- 
pears to have been only one of many 
surprises which he is prepared to of- 
fer his friends,—and enemies For the 
present the British Columbia govern- 
ment is in the happy position of hav- 
ing po opposition, but that can’ hard- 
ly last long. {

The _ track- 
mer were successful iv their strike 
and the company has agreed to re- 
imstate all of them. Because the letter 
of the agreement does not cover the 
cases of the bridgemen the company 
whict is unable to vevenge itself on 
the irackmen proceeds to take it out 
of the bridgemen. This is the best 
way ix the world to keep up the ill- 
feeling against the company amoggst 
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its employees in general which was 
the backbone of the strike: The com- 
pany are taking an unfair advantage 
of the bridgemen, and may be able 
to do so at present, but ‘they are !ay- 
ing ug more trouble for themselves in 
future. : ie

TREATY PAYING IN THE NORTH. 

After an absence of just five months 
treaty commissioner H. A. Conroy, 
and party have returned from the 
morth. The early part Of the trip was 
particularly ar owing to the 


and rivers was breaking up. The par- 
ty consisted of H. A. Conroy, Dr. Ed- 
wardes, J. S. Edmonton, rp. Fitz- 


accompanied by three rip dealers, 
part of the duties of the commission 
being to issue half-breed scrip to any 
of the residents of the rorth found to 
be entitled, to it. 

Speaking of the early part of the 
trip, the journey up the Athajbasca 
river on the ice, Mr. Conroy stated 
that they could get up no farcher than 
Slave river which they found was 
ppen. The ‘rip that far had. been very 
dangerous and difficult, owing to the 
rotten condition of the ice. When 
open water was struck they were com- 
pelled to take to the woods and cut'.a 
road twenty miles ‘to Moose river, at 
the eastern extremity of Lesser Slave 
lake, when crossing the ice at the nar- 


rows, which the set tlers said 
was safe, they had only gone 
a short distance when one of 
the teams with a ioaded sleigh, 
with Corporal Fitzgerald and 
the driver, dropped throygh into 
the icy water. After much 
difficulty all were rescued, none 


of the baggage even being lost. All 
the teams were then taken off the ice 
and put on the overland trail. Despite 
this mishap the party made the jour- 
rey from the Landing to the lake in 
the record time of eight days. The 
first payment of treaty and 
scrip was made at Lesser Slave lake. 
A number of I: dians from Whitefish 
lake were accepted into treaty. From 
the lake the party was divided, the 
freight being sent across Peace river 
by teams and on to Dunvegan, while 
Commissioner Conroy, Insp. West, of 
the police division at the lake, Corp. 
Fitzgeraid and police interpreter Mc- 
Donald, started with pack horses for 
Sturgeon lake, four and a half day’s 
journey northwest. From Sturgeon 
lake they continued to Spirit river and 
thence om to Dunvegan. Along this 
route they passed through the celet 
brated Grand Prairie and Commission- 
er Conroy, like every other traveller 
who has visited that fertile spot, is 
loud in its praises. He describes it ‘as 
being blessed with fertile soil and a 
mild ctimate. It 1s ievei land dotted 
with bituffs and is about sixty miles 
square. There are only two settlers 
located there at present, outside of the 
natives, and they are doing well. One 
is Geo. McLeod, formerly of Ottawa, 
and, the other is a former Hudson’s 
Bay Compyny employee named Brem- 
ner. They are ranching and have good 
sized bands of both horses and cattle. 
The winter they say, is very, mild. 
The spowfall és light and only lays for 
a few days at a time before being melt- 
ed by the chinooks. 

At Dunvegan Commissioner Conroy 
met the remainder of the party ;and 
paid off the teams, which returned: to 
the lake. From Dunvegan the jour- 
ney westward to St. John was made 
by pack horses. Along this trip one 
of the horses, choosing the least! of 
two evils, committed suicide in pre- 
ference to continujng his existence as 
a, pack cayuse. He went into the wat- 
er and stayed there tilf he drowned, 
though all he had to do .was walk out. 
The Indians accepting treaty at Si. 
John are Beavers and appear ta be 
better hustlers than those at any oth- 
er point. Treaty and scrip were is- 
sued at Dunvegan on the return jour- 
ney, the party coming down the river 
by boat and raft with which they con- 
tinued down the Peace to the Crossing. 
The next) break in the journey was 
Vermilion, another af the fertile and 
rapidly developing regions of the Peace 
river country. There are, at Vermil- 
ion, Mr. Conroy states, fourteen thous- 
and bushels of first class wheat ready 
for the mill. The crops of vegetables 
are also good. 

At the Vermilion shoots the raft 
was unleaded and sent down over the 
shoot, being caught again at the bot- 
tom very little damaged, and the par- 
ty continued their journey to Fort 
Chipewyan, the eud of the raft jour. 
mney. Payment of both treaty and 
scrip was made here and a trip taken to 
Fond du Lac across the lake. Pay- 
ments at Fort Smith and. Resolution 
on Great Slave lake, completed the 
labors of the commission in the north. 
They took the Hudson's Bay boat to 
McMurray where payment was made 
and came on up the river to Pelican 
rapids and thence to Wabiscaw where 
the last payment of the journey was 
made. 

After Lesser Slave lake every date 
was met by the commissioner. 

Speaking of the Indians, Commis- 
sioner Conroy said that those at Wab- 
iscaw appeared to be the most pros- 
perous of any. They all have gardens. 
Quite a, number of those #& Lesser 
Slave lake and Peace River “landing 
would also like to take up agricultur- 
al pursuits. Those at St. John are 
hunters and good ones. “I have no 
doubt,” the commissioner said, “that 
those living in agricultural settle.

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THE RAILWAY. 
Work on the railway extension from 
Strathcona to Edmonton is making 


good progress, although somewhat de- 
layed by recent wet weather. Mr. 


Armstrong, engineer in charge, esti- 
mates that over 60 per cent’ of the 
work is done, From the right-of-way 
pf the C. & E. line the grade is com- 


pleted to the third crossing by The 
1ailway of the Mili Creek at the cross- 
ing of the creek by the main road, from 
Strathcona easter'v, The distance 
from the C. & E, right-of-way is twa 
miles lass 200 yards. 

From the end of the completed por- 
tion to the bridge is two miles and 
200 yards. Of «his distance work is 
being pushed on the three-quarters of 
a, mile next to the completed portion, 
as far as a high cut bank on the creek. 
This includes 2 cut 26 feet in depth 
immediately north of the Stratheona 
grade, and in fact vompelling a diver- 
gance of the grade. Also a cvt next 
north, having a depth of 37 feet. Both 
of these cuts are nearly completed. 
The 26 foot cut wa taken) out by 
hand, a considerable part being blast- 
ed. The 37 foot cut is being taken 
out by teams. North of these cuits 
the werk is not so heavy. At the cut 
bank the creek has been turned into 
a new channel and there is‘a very 
considerable side cut. Sixty per cent 
of the work on the three-quarters of 
a mile now in hand is completed. 

There is also a shori section of 300 
yards of dump completed near the 
south end of the bridge, All the work 
mow remaining caja be done by teams, 
so that it will go more quickly, pro- 
vided reams can ‘be secured... Hither- 
to there has heen a scarcity, but with- 
in the past few days the number has 
been increased. Mr. McCrimmorn has 
been in Calgary for some days with a 
view to procuring more teams from 
there. In case of delay or early sett- 
ing in of frost the light work yiill be 
taken "p row, leaving the remaining 
cuts to the last as they can be work- 
ed even after severe frost occurs. 

No injunction against connecting 
with the C. & E. line has been issued 
so far as Mr. Armstrong knows. None 
was neces*ary. The Canadian North- 
ern had no right to enter upon the 
right-of-way of the C. & E:. or inter- 
fere with its track by putting in a 
switch until authorized to do so by the 
railway committee of the privy coun- 
cil.

Another Boer 
fired upon and wounded the nurse. 
Bullets were flying in every direction, 
although the Boers were aware that 
women and children were there.”

The strikers aiso @laim 
that at the Monssen plant the pro- 
duct turned out last week amounted 
to 250,900 pounds, whereas before the 
strike the daily output was 100,000 
pounds. Matters at McKeesport to- 
night are quiet and to all appearances 
unchanged. :

THE HEBREW NEW YEAR. 

To-morrow, Saturday, Sept. 14th, is 
the Hebrew New Year, the first day 
of the 5662nd year since the creation 
of the world. Al! Hebrew places of 
business will be closed. The occasion 
is one of religious celebration, but’ as 
there are not sufficient members of 
that nationality and religion here to 
form a, congregatian, the ceremonies 
cannot be periormed. As a means of 
commemoration a New, Year’s card has 
been issued from,the chief Hebrew 
publishing house in America, which is 
more than, usually elaborate, It is 
bound in silk and comprises a num- 
ber of leaves bearing suitable iilus- 
trations. Among these are the Tomb 
of Rachael, the Tomb of David, the 
Port of Jaffa, the worship: of the He- 
brew soldiers in the German army 
before Metz in the Franco-Prussian 
war. Amongst the Hebrew notables 
of the day whose likenesses are given 
are Baron Hirsch, Sir Moses Manuti- 
fiore, Dr. Max Nordeau and Dr. Harzel, 
editor of the Neue Welt, (New World) 
Vienna. The names are in Hebrew 
characters which are read from right 
to left. This: celebration brings bible 
history very close to modern life, and 
gives it a realism that could scarcely 
jotherwise be felt. li is something to 
have the religious celebrations which 
have been kept up continuously for 3, 
000 years observed by the most ancient 
existing race in this newest corner of 
the New World.

Careful enquiry as to the condition 
of the crops develops an infinite var- 
iety of opinions as to the damage done 
by the four degrees of frost on Sept. 
5th. There is a strong opinion that 
the damage will be trifling; but ow- 
ing to the damp weather since, noth- 
ing is yet certain. It x clear, how- 
ever, that in the districts where wheat 
is most largely grown, the crop was 
chiefly cut before Sept. 5ih. Where 
little cutting had been done was in 
districts were there was very little 
wheat. In West Stony Plain, Bel- 

Horse Hill, Riviere Qui Barre, 
Clearwater, Clover Bar and Agricola 
the wheat was nearly all cut, and 
these are the principal wheat grow- 
ing settlements. Oats sown as a grain 
crop will be uninjured, but there were 
fields sown for green feed and other 
fields which had been hailed: which 
gave promise of returning a good crop 
that no doubt have suffered. ‘All 
agree that there will be a great deal 
more grain both of wheat and, oats in 
the district than last year, andi there is 
every prospect! of its coming off in 

better shape and at far less ex- 
jpense. But as has been the case in 
Manitoba the high expectations enter- 
tained just before harvest began will 
scarcely be fulfilled. i

BOER LAAGER SURPRISED 


Cabling under the date of August 
22, a Winburg correspondent gives the 
subjoined occount of the surprise of ja 
Boers’ laager; 

“In connection with the defeat of 
Hassbroek’s commando by Col. Bar- 
ker near Doornberg, it seems that a 
Boer outpost of twenty mInen, who were 
all asleep on a kopje, wag ‘passed, 
They were left undisturbed, and the 
force marched! to the north sida of 
Doornberg and got into position com- 
manding the laager, which was situ- 
ated in a kloof covered with dense 
bush. Vesa 

“Coil. Barker drew a force across 
the mouth ot the kloof, making the 
cordon around the enemy almost com- 
plete, and at daybreak a heavy fire 
was opened, ‘ 

“The agate ey about 120. 
were all z ey rushed wild 
out of their beds, and great apunauhes 
prevailed. Seven Boers were killed, 
two wounded and twenty-three cap- 
tured, while the remainder fled pre- 
cipitately. 

“We captured a mass of Boer cor- 
respondence with the Free State gov- 
ernment. A Scotch cart full of docu- 
ments was destroyed by fire, being 
well alight when the troops entered 
the captured laager. 


“Hassbroek had left the night before 
on a visit to his wife. Field-Cornet 
Cronje, who was in command of the 
laager when it was surpri escaped
